’clock 37 min. in the afternoon ; invisible. 

The fourth is a total Eclipse of the Sun on the 17th of September, at 4 o’clock, 35 
xin. in the evening. Invisible in the United States ; visible on the Northern and 
.outhern Pacific Oceans, and Australia.

Iance and as we are just now in the Almanac bush 
ess, it gives us pleasure to have lying before us 
n Almanac published in the year 1776 by brother 
Christopher Saur, of Germantown, Pa. It' is the 
•roperty of Bro. Abrm. H. Oassel who kindly sent 
: t6 us that we might get some extracts from it. 

The first page or frontispiece is of such pecu- 
iar design, that we failed to get its true signification . 
n the upper left hand corner there are a number 
>f stars, the moon with clouds for a background, 
n the middle, top, there is a picture of a man, well 
upplied with wings, seemingly traveling on a rain- 
bow, with a spear in one hand and in the other a 
ianner with the inscription on it : “Kuemmerliche 
Seiten.” and in the other corner, “1776.” In 
bout the middle there is a city, showing a number 
if very high steeples, while further down there are 
wo men apparently, on some kind of a deal. 

In the left hand corner there is a man standing 
n a boat, and above or back of him are the ships of 
jommerce, and in the right hand corner below, 
tands the picture of a dog. On page second is a 
egister of the births of the rulers of Europe, and 
)n the second title page we have the following:

In it we find many things of interest, more per-, 
laps on account of their antiquity than real value, 
)ut only give the following which will show that in 
5ome things, one hundred years has not made a 
7ery great change after all : 

What is to bewdone before bleeding. 

Above all this to remind that whoever wishes to 
be bled, it may be in the arm, in one hand or foot, 
ihe whole garment must, without fail be warm; 
but if it btf cold, then the person to be bled, must 
walk rapidly, or drink hot drinks, so as first to warm 
the blood, else it will not flow at all, or only the 
thinnest, and such a bleeding would be more harm- 
ful than useful. 

What is to be conjectured from the blood 

AFTER BLEEDING. 

(1) Beautiful red blood, covered with water, in- 
dicates good health. (2) Bed and frothy, much 



blood (or inflammation). (3) Bed with a black ring, 
i gout. (4) Black, frothy or purulent, bad humidity 
and cold discharges. (5) White blood is an indi- 
cation of a collection of tough moist mucous (6) 
Blue, splenic pain or melancholy. (7) Green blood, 
heart-ache or acrid bile. (8) Yellow blood, pain 
in the liver and gall. (9)Watery, indicates a weak 
liver, or overflowing stomach. (10) Thick, hard 
and tough blood, is an indication of constipation or 
melancholy. 

Of Felling Timber, 

Good Building timber is felled; when the Moon is 
decreasing under the Earth, in Taurus, Yirgo, Cap- 
ricorn us in the best order, when the sap is out 
of the wood, that is in Dec. Who would cut to 
deaden trees, can do so in the spring before the 
sap rises, by cutting through the bark only, that 
the sap cannot rise; but who waits until the sap 
has risen, must cut entirely through the sap-wood. 

For very great thirst in fever 

Cut a white onion- in small slices, lay these in 
fresh spring water, and take then some slices and 
lay one on the tongue, and if it becomes hot and 
dry, take it away and take afresh slice, this quenches 
not alone the hot thirst, but guards him against ap- 
prehension of an attack of Quinsy. 

For the Fflon. 

When applied early, very often a salve of hard 
soap, sage sap, and good Bum applied warm, will 
drive out the evil. 

For Poison of Poison Ivy. 

Take broad Plaintain leaves ; bruise, and mix 
them with cream, spread this on a cabbage leaf, 
and apply to the poisoned place : besides, senna 
physic will be very useful. 

A Salve to strengthen the Nerves. 

Boil 5 handfuls sage in fresh butter, one quarter 
of an hour, strain through a cloth and anoint your- 
self with it. 

* , Of Dropsy. 

Of all domestic remedies the expressed sap of 
the Elder-root, has had the best results; take there- 
| of morning and evening one, two, and if necessary 
more nutshells full, and use several times. Some 
have taken three handfuls of the middle bark of 
the elder, put in a pint (of water) and boil down to 
a half a pint, of this have given the half in the 
morning, and the other half in the evening. Here 
notice that you take of the last year’s growth of the 
elder rind, if you desire it to purge upwards, you 
are to scrape the bark upwards, but if downwards, 
also to scrape dowu wards. When, however, the 
bowels are cleansed, and the water is carried away,

Mount Sinai. 



The exact location of this memorable spot, sacred 
in the minds of all Christian people as the place 
where Jehovah appeared, to man in fire ; where the 
Ten Commandments were written by the finger of 
the Lord upon two tables of stone and delivered to 
Moses — has always been unsettled But a Calle 
telegram announces that all doubt is now removed. 
Dr. Beke> the celebrated scholar and traveler, gives 
as the result of his recent expedition the discovery 
of Sinai and the finding of verifying inscriptions, 
of which he has made copies. The cable dispatch" 
says that the expedition places the holy mountain 
at u a day’s journey northeast of the village of Aka- 
ba, Arabia, at an altitude of five thousand feet 
above the level of the sea.”* 

Dr. Beke has long maintained that Sinai was an 
extinct volcano, and the correctnees of that opinion 
is now said to be fully confirmed by his personal 
explorations. Indeed, the Biblical account of the 
manifestations, which took place at Sinai in the 
presence of the tribes of Israel, corresponds in sev- 
eral respects to the descriptions given in these mod- 
ern times of the volcanic eruptions of Vesuvius. 
In the nineteenth chapter of Exodus the following 
graphic narrative is presented : 

“And it came to pass on the third day in the 
morning that there were thunders and lightnings, 
and a thick cloud upon the mount, and the voice 
of the trumpet exceeding loud; so that all the peo- 
ple that were in the camp trembled. 

And Moses brought forth the people out of the 
camp to meet with God ; and T they stood on the 
nether part of the mount. 

And Mount Sinai was altogether on a smoke, 
because the Lord descended upon it in fire ; and 
the smoke thereof ascended as the smoke of a fur- 
nace, and the whole mount quaked greatly”

Whereupon the Lord 
fain wrote out the same ten commandments as at 
st, and gave the two new tables to Moses, who 
Sought them down from Sinai and put them in an 
k which he had made of shittim wood, “and there 
ey b^,” Deut. 10 : 5. 

It would be interesting to know what kind of 
ones are conveniently found at Sinai, out of 
hich Moses might have hewn the tables. From 
eir light weight, indicated by his carrying one 
each hand, going up and down the mountain, it 
• ould seem as though they might have been com- 
">sed of slate or other laminated formation. We 
•esume that Dr. Beke’s report will give full par* 
sulars of the geology of the neighborhood, and 
Urhaps tell us something new about the Mosaic 
lones.

is not perceived. It is an effect of this same prin 
ciple that the iron head of a hammer may be driv 
en down on its wooden handle by striking the op- 
posite end of the handle against any hard substance 
with force an 1 speed. By this very simple opera- 
tion the motion is propagated so suddenly through 
the wood of the handle, that it is over before it 
can reach the iron head, which, therefore, by its 
own weight, oinks lower on the handle at every 
blow, which drives the handle up. 

Dress in the Sunday School Teacher. 

Surely among religious people this subject should 
engage more serious attention than it generally 
does, and especially as it affects the influence of the 
Sunday-school teacher. What, we may ask, will be 
the natural effect of a gaily-dressed teacher upon 
the minds of the little group whom she has gath- 
ered round her ? She may diligently and orthodoxly 
expound to them the “sermon on the mount,” or 
‘the scheme of redemption;” but they will be 
admiring her artificial flowers, be twisting an im- 
aginary ribbon into fanciful bows like hers, or be 
counting her flowers, her fringes, or her buttons; or 
they may be wishing, like a little girl I have heard 
of, that she was a M grown up woman to wear a 
dress like the ladies, to draggle.” Bound the tea- 
table at home, the young scholars will describe 
with interest the exact minutiae of the teacher’s 
dress; but, alas for “ the scheme of redemption,” — 
that will have gone in at one ear, and out at the 
other.

A Praying Machine. 



Zwick gives the following description of a pray- 
r-machine, used by the Tartars and the Jap- 
I oese : — 

. “The Kurdu , or prayer-machine, consists of 
ollow, wooden cylinders of different sizes, filled 
ith Tangud writings. The cylinders are painted 
1 , 6 ( 1 'ith red stripes, and adorned with handsome gilt 
5 E ow‘tters in the Sanscrit character, commonly making 
distinct sentence. Each of these is fixed upon 
iron axis, which goes through a square frame, 
ome of these frames are capable of being shut up 
at, and are formed upon a small scale, much like 
weaver’s shearing machine. In many of them,

where the lower parts of the frame cross, there is a 
hole in which the axis of the cylinder turns ; by 
means of a string which is attached to a crank in 
the spindle, the machine can be kept in motion, so 
that the cylinder turns in the frame like a grind- 
stone upon its axis. 

These prayer-mills form a much more important 
service, in the estimation of those who use them, 
than a rosary, which is only intended to assist the 
person who prays ; whereas those who use these 
machines believe that when set in motion, whether 
by the wind or otherwise, such writings as contain 
prayers and other religious documents, that the 
noise of these scraps of theology may reach to the 
gods, and bring down a blessing. To turn the 
prayer-machine round once is considered to be 
equivalent to the repetition of a prayer, and every 
turn of it multiplies the petition; so that the trav- 
eler with a powerful arm can repeat any number 
of prayers.” 

Oh, how our hearts should swell with gratitude 
to God, that we have a knowledge of the true and 
living God, to whom we can come and pray from 
the heart. 



How and What to Read. 



The intelligence of an individual is not always 
measured by the amount which he reads. A large 
amount of reading may in fact become hurtful, un- 
less attended by a corresponding amount of thought. 
The following suggestions upon this subject, by 
Sir William Hamilton, are both interesting and 
valuable : 

“Head much, but not many works. For what 
purpose, with what intent do we read? We read 
not for the sake of reading, but we read to the end 
that we may think. Reading is valuable, only as 
it may supply the materials which the mind itself 
elaborates. As it is not the largest quantity of any 
food taken into the stomach that conduces to health, 
but such a quantity of such a kind as can be di- 
gested ; so it is nob the greatest complement of any 
kind of information that improves the mind, but 
such a quantity of such a kind as determines the 
intellect to the most vigorous energy.” 

The only profitable kind of reading, is that in 
which we are compelled to think, and think intense- 
ly; whereas that reading which serves only to dis- 
sipate and divert our thoughts, is either positively

stone, or hewn out of a large rock. The grapes 
were thrown into the upper part, to be trodden by 
men, and the juice flowed out into receptacles be- 
neath. The treading of the wine press was labori- 
ous, but it was performed with singing, and some- 
times accompanied with musical instruments. 

Oil of olives was expressed the same way, be- 
fore the invention of mills. The existence of this 
practice in Palestine, is evident, from the language 
of Moses : “Let Asher dip his foot in oil;” and 
from the threatening, “Thou shalt sow, but thou 
shalt not reap ; thou shalt tread the olives, but 
thou shalt not anoint thee with oil; and sweet wine, 
but thou shalt not drink wine.” Micah 6 : 15. 

To the custom of treading grapes and olives, 
reference is frequently made by the inspired writ- 
ers. Thus the glorious conquerer, who appeared 
in a vision to Isaiah, said: “I have trodden the 
wine -press alone ; and of the people there was none 
with me ; for 1 will tread them in my anger, and 
trample them in my fury ; and their blood shall be 
sprinkled on my garments, and I will stain all my 
raiment.” Isa. 63 : 3. As the clothes of the tread- 
ers were sprinkled with the juice of the grapes, so 
were the garments of the Redeemer with the blood 
of his enemies, who were as easily and completely 
crushed by his almighty power, as are the full 
ripe clusters of the vine, beneath the feet of men. 
The same figure is employed in the book of Reve- 
lation, 14 : 18 — 20, to express the fearful destruc- 
tion which awaits the adversaries of God and of 
man.

Joyous, indeed, was the season when the grapes 
?ere plucked off, and carried to the wine-press, 
yhich was built in the vineyard, whose site was 
carefully closed in fields of a loose crumbling soil, 
lupdl Jq a rich plain, or a sloping hill, rising with a gen- 
ie ascent, or, where the acclivity was very steep, 
n terraces turned as much as possible from the set- 
ing sun. The wine-presses were either built of 



The idols which our Saxon ancestors worshiped 
— from which the days of the week derive their 
names — were various, as were the principal motives 
to their adoption. 

The Idol of the Sun . — This idol, which represent- 
ed the glorious luminary of the day, was the chief 
object of their worship. It is described like the 
bust of a man upon a pillar, holding, with out- 
stretched arms, a burning wheel before his breast. 
The first day of the week was especially dedicated 
to its adoration, which they termed the Sun’s doeg , 
hence is derived the word Sunday. 

The Idol of the Moon . — The next was the idol of 
the moon, worshiped on the second day of the 
week, called by them Moon’s doeg ; and since by us,

This hero is supposed to have emigrated from the 
East, but from what country, or at what time, is 
lot known. His exploits form the greater part of 
he mythological creed of the Northern nations, 
tnd his achievements are magnificent beyond cred- 
ibility. The name of the fourth day of the week, 
sailed by the Saxon Woden's cfoe^and by usYVednes- 
lay, is derived from this personage. Woden is 
•epresented in a martial attitude, with a broad 
word uplifted in his right, hand. 

The Idol Theor . — Thor, the eldest and the bravest 
)f the sons of Woden and Friga, was, aft,er his 
barents, considered the greatest among the Saxons 
md Danes. To him the fifth day of the week, 
ailed by them Thors doeg , and by us Thursday, was 
onsecrated. Thor is represented as sitting upon 
a throne, with a crown of gold upon his head, 
adorned with a circle in front, wherein were set 
twelve bright, burnished gold stars, and with a 
regal scepter in his right hand. 

. The Idol of Friga , or Frea. — Friga or Frea, was 
.0 jthe wife of Woden, or Odin, and next to him, the 
most reverend divinity among the heathen Saxons, 
I lanes, and Northern nations. In the most ancient 
times Friga or Frea, was the same with the goddess 
Hertha or Earth. To her the sixth day of the 
week was consecrated, which by the Saxons was 
written Friga' s doeg , corresponding with our Fri- 
day. Friga was represented with a drawn sword in 
her right hand and a bow in her left. 

The Idol Seater. — The idol Seater is represented 
on a pedestal, whereon is placed a perch, on the 
3 harp prickled back of which he stood. His head 
was uncovered and his vision lean. In his left 
hand he held up a wheel, and in his right hand was 
a pail of water, wherein were flowers and fruits ; 
and his dress consisted of a long coat, girded with 
linen. The appellation given to the day of his cele- 
bration is still retained. The Saxons named it 
Seater' s doeg , which we call Saturday. — Dr. Jeffers. 



The total number of human beings on earth is 
now computed in round numbers at 1,000,000,000 
They speak 3064 now known tongues, and in which 




upwards of II 00 religions or creeds are preached. 
The average age of life is 33 i year3. One fourth 
of the born die before they reach the age of seven 
years, and the half before the seventeenth year. 
Out of 100 persons only 6 reach the age of 60 
years and upwards, while only 1 in 1000 reaches 
the age of 100 years. Out of 500 only one attains 
the age of 80 years. Oat of the 1,000,000,000, 
living persons, 330,000,000, die annually, 91,000, 
daily, 3730 every hour, 60 every minute, and con- 
sequently 1 every second. The loss is, however, 
balanced by the gain in new births. 

Age of Man. 

But few men die of old age. Almost all die of 
disappointment, passion, mental, or bodily toil, or 
accident. The passions kill men sometimes even 
suddenly. The common expression, u choked with 
passion/ 7 has little exaggeration in it; for even, 
though not suddenly fatal, strong passions shorten 
life. Strong-bodied men die young — weak meu live 
longer than the strong, for the strong use their 
strength, and the weak have none to use, The 
latter take care of themselves, the former do not. 
As it is with body, so it is with mind and temper. 
The , strong are apt to break down, or, like the 
candle, to run, the wick burned out. The inferior 
animals, which live, in general, regular and tem- 
perate lives, have generally their prescribed term 
of years. The horse lives twenty-five years; the 
ox fifteen or twenty; the lion about twenty; the 
dog ten or twelve; the rabit eight; the guinea- 
pig six to seven years. These numbers all bear a 
similar proportion to the time the animal takes to 
grow to its full size. 

When the cartilaginous parts of the bone become 
ossified, the bone ceases to grow. This takes place 
in man at about twenty years, on an average; in 
the camel at eight; in the horse at five; in the ox 
at four ; in the lion at four . in the dog at two ; in 
the cat at eighteen months ; in the rabbit at twelve; 
in the guinea-pig at seven. Five or six times these 
numbers give the term of life; five is pretty near 
the average; some animals greatly exceed it. But 
man, of all the animals, is the one that seldom 
comes up to his average. He ought to live a 
hundred years, according to his physiological law, 
for five times twenty are a hundred; but instead 
of that, the scarcly reaches, on the average, four

A short sketch of the origin and 
growth of Philadelphia. 

This fine and prosperous city was founded by Wil- 
liam Penn, first proprietor of the province of Pennsyl- 
vania, and of the three lower counties now belong- 
ing to it, in the year of our Lord 1682 ; and grew 
so rapidly that in the year 1753 the dwelling hous- 
es therein numbered already 2300 ; and, accord- 
ing to a census taken in December 1769, the num- 
ber of residences amounted to 4474, independent 
of public buildings, warehouses, shops, &c. 

If we assume the number of inhabitants of one 
house to be on an average eight, the population of 
Philadelphia would be shown to have amounted to 
35,792. 

Prom the weekly statements of the Custom House 
in reference to the ships coming in and going out, 
we plainly can see that this city could, in regard 
to commerce, compete with any within the British 
colony in America. — As early as the year 1753 
the year mentioned before, there were 117 sea-ves- 
sels at one and the same time riding at anchor in 
the harbor of Philadelphia, and in the year 1771, 
742 ships had left and about the same number ar- 
rived, most of which were owned by merchants of 
this place. 

Of Public Buildings Philadelphia possessed the 
following : three English Episcopal churches, three 
Presbyterian churches, one Baptist church, two 
German Lutheran churches, and one stately school- 
house, boasting a spire and bells ; then there were 
a new, commodious, and well proportioned Re- 
formed church, one Moravian church, one Metho- 
dist, and four Quaker meeting-houses ; two Roman 
Catholic churches, and, about one mile distant 
from town, a Swedish Lutheran church. Further- 
more must be mentioned the High-school or Acad- 
emy, the Town and Courthouse, in the first of 
which the Assembly used to meet; the provincial 
Hospital, the Workhouse and House of Correc- 
tion, one of the handsomest buildings in all Ameri-

A Page Prom History. 

The following history of a community of Breth- 
p near this place, Morgantown, I find in an old 
story of the early settlement of whites, and send 
|you for publication in the Almanac for 1876, as 
<is something worth preserving and remember- 

m, ? : 

‘About the year 1754, Dr. Thomas Eckarly 
J d his two brothers came from Pennsylvania, and 
mped at the mouth of a creek, emptying into 
e Monongahela, eight or ten miles below Mor- 
ntowm They were Dunkards, and from that 
cumstance. the watercourse on which they fixed 
emselves for awhile, has been called Dunkard’s 
eek. While their camp continued at this place, 
ese men were engaged in exploring the c mntry ; 
7 d ultimately settled on Cheat Eiver, at the Dunk- 
bottom. Here they erected a cabin for their 
veiling, and made such improvements as enabled 
em to raise the first year, a crop of corn sufficient 
Lr their use, aud some culinary vegetables, their 
J ]ms supplying them with an abundanee of meat, 
a flavor as delicious as the refined palate of a 
Modern epicure could wish. Their clothes were 
5 jade chiefly of the skins of animals, and were 
f ' sily procured, and although calculated to give a 
ll dtesque appearance to a fine gentleman in a city 
in. ’awiug-room ; yet they were particularly suited to 
ieir situation, and afforded them comfort. 

Here they spent some years entirely unmolested 
7 the Indians, although a destructive war was 

f en waging, and prosecuted with cruelty, along 
e whole extent of our frontier. At length to ob- 
dn an additional supply of ammunition, salt and 
flirting, Dr. Eckarly left Cheat, with a pack of 
irs and skins, to visit a trading post on the She- 
indoah. On his return, he stopped at Ft. Pleas- 
it, on the South Branch; and having communi- 
‘ated to its inhabitants the place of his residence, 
! 7 tnd the length of time he had been living there, 
e was charged with being in confederacy with 
ie Indians, and probably at that instant a spy, 
samining the condition of the fort. In vain the 
►octor protested his innocence and the fact that he 




had not even seen an Indian in the country; the 
suffering condition of the border settlements, ren- 
dered his account, in their opinion, improbable, and 
he was put in confinement. 

The society, of which Dr. Eckarly was a mem- 
ber, was rather obnoxious to a majority of the 
frontier inhabitants. Their intimacy with the In- 
dians, although cultivated with the most laudable 
motives, and for noble purposes, yet made them 
objects at least of distrust to many. Laboring 
under these disadvantages, it was with difficulty 
that Dr. Eckarly prevailed on the officer of the 
Fort to release him, and when this was done, he 
was only permitted to go home under certain con- 
ditions — he was to be escorted by a guard of armed 
men, who were to carry him back if any discovery 
were made prejudicial to him. Upon their arrival 
at Cheat, the truth of his statement was awfully 
confirmed. The first spectacle that presented it- 
self to their view, when the party came within 
sight of where the cabin had been, was a heap of 
ashes. On approaching the ruins, the half decayed, 
and mutilated bodies of the poor Dunkards, were 
seen in the yard; the hoops, on which their scalps 
had been dried, were there, and the ruthless hand 
of desolation had waved over their little fields. 
Doctor Eckarly aided in burying the remains of 
his unfortunate brothers, and returned to the fort 
on the South Branch/’ 



History of the Septuagint. 

The Septuagint is the Greek version of the Old 
Testament. Justin Martyr, one of- the Christian 
fathers, who was born in the early part of the 
second century, gives the following account of the 
origin of the Septuagint: 

‘'But if any one says that the writings of Moses 
and of the rest of the prophets were also written 
in the Greek character, let him read profane his- 
tories, and know that Ptolemy, king of Egypt, 
when he had built the library in Alexandria, and 
by gathering books from every quarter, had filled 
it, then learnt that very ancient histories, written 
in Hebrew happened to be carefully preserved ; 
and wishing to know their contents, lie sent for 
seventy wise men from Jerusalem, who were ac- 
quainted with both the Greek and Hebrew lan- 
guages, and appointed them to translate the books ;

ever introduced, was started by the Brethren, but 
facts are stubborn things, when we wish to avoid 
them, but in this one, we glory as it will effectu- 
ally remove that imaginary stigma cast upon the 
institution by saying, “In this thing, like many 
others, we are patterning after the world.” Some 
of our early brethren manifested a zeal and spirit 
of enterprise that ought now to put us to shame 
when we see and learn how little we have done 
and are now doing 

The great “ American Encyclopedia” in their 
occount of the “Brethren” or “Dunker” Church, 
says : ‘ In the year 1740, or about that time, forty 

years before the present general system of Sunday 
School intsruction was introduced, Robert Raikes 
and Ludwig Hoecker, (Bro. Obed), established a 
Sunday School which was maintained upwards of 
thirty years.” 

This makes about 136 years since Sunday 
Schools were introduced among the Brethren, and 
where are we to-day ? 

We made an effort to get some statistics to show 
the nature and extent of the Sunday School work 
in the Church,- but to a very great extent failed, 
as but a few, out of the many schools that we 
know of, reported, but as this is our “Centennial” 
year of American Independence we will give 
what we have, to show our brethren a hundred 
years hence that we had not altogether forgotten 
the labors of those who lived so long a time before 
us.
